Cover that pool! 

It’s on* of th* tragedies of the warm 
weather season. The headline account 
of th* child, unattended for Just a few 
minutes, who drowned In the backyard 
swimming pooL Or the toddler, rescued 
unconscious from the water, who will 
suffer permanent brain damage. 

According to one California agency, 
a toddler or small child is 14 times 
more likely to be involved in a fatal ac¬ 
cident involving water than in a motor 
vehicle fatality. 

Joan McQrsgor, MD, a pediatrician 
at Kaiser Permanents Medical Offices 
in Pasadena, points out that such ac¬ 
cidents are rarely witnessed. “What 
happens is the person in charge becomes 
momentarily distracted and fails to realize 
the child has walked, or crawled, near 
the water.” 

Just on* Inch of water can result 
in tragic consequences for an active 
toddler with an urge to explore. 

Although great strides have been made 
toward saving lives of water accident vic¬ 
tims, the number of children who sur¬ 
vive but suffer irreversible brain dam¬ 
age has increased. Dr. McGregor explains 
that this can range from mild retarda¬ 
tion to a comatose state. If the damage 
Is severe, a resuscitated child may sur¬ 
vive for less than two years.

Very disappointed 
in Governor 

Governor Deukme- 
jian’s proposed solution 
for distributing $2.7 bil¬ 
lion in unanticipated state 
funds is a tremendous 
disappointment. It seems 
clear that public schools, 
kindergarten through 12th 
grade, are far from be¬ 
ing one of his top pri¬ 
orities. 

Under the governor’s 
proposal, schools would 
be about $300 million 
short of the break-even 


point next year in carry¬ 
ing this year’s programs 
forward. 

When the governor 
talks about people in ed¬ 
ucation wanting more and 
more money, he does 
not appear to understand 
that elementary and se¬ 
condary schools never 
have been adequately 
funded since the passage 
of Proposition 13 in 
1978. We have no effec¬ 
tive way to raise funds 
locally to nourish our 
schools, and have become 


dependent on transfu¬ 
sions of money from the 
state. 

Returning $700 million 
to the taxpayers at this 
time, when there are 
critical needs to be fund¬ 
ed, is poor public pol¬ 
icy. The governor’s plan 
would provide a one-time 
rebate averaging about 
$42 per person. 

Polls have found that 
unless the rebate is sub¬ 
stantial, the public would 
rather have the money 
spent on critical services. 


Certainly schools are a 
critical service. You can't 
feed 4.5 million children 
for four years and then 
cut back on their food 
if you expect them to 
grow.

Beverly Campbell ol Woodland Hills has been 
Pasadena’s deputy district attorney since Septem¬ 
ber of 1985. Apart from her litigation work, \ 
Campbell oversees 13 other district attorneys in 
the Pasadena, Alhambra and Glendale areas.

As mentioned two weeks ago, our cat¬ 
aract surgeries begin with a ride to the hos¬ 
pital in a limousine. Patients are escorted to 
the out-patient surgery prep area and change 
clothes. Then they undergo the testing (blood,- 
urine, and vital signs) that is necessary be¬ 
fore any surgery or anesthesia. 

When it’s time for anesthesia to begin, 
patients are helped onto the gurneys that will 
be their beds during surgery. When they are 
wheeled into the operating room, the anes¬ 
thesiologist takes over and induces just enough 
sleep to keep the eye immobile and pain- 
free. Then a tiny incision is made at the top 
of the eye (the 12 o’clock position), the 
phacoemulsifier is inserted to emulsify the 
lens and to evacuate the lens particles. 

Then, if a conventional plastic lens is 
to be used, the incision must be enlarged, 
(from about 1/8 of an inch to about '/* 
of an inch). This is not necessary if one 
of the newer, foldable silicone implants is 
used. 

Another technological marvel comes into 
play at this point — nylon sutures so thin 
they are almost invisible. The binocular mic¬ 
roscope is necessary to make two tiny cross- 
I hair stitches. Then a dab of antiseptic oint¬ 
ment is put in the eye, a patch is taped 
in place, and that’s it!

Elapsed time from incision to patch: 
about 15 minutes. 

Two hours later, the patient is driven 
home in the limo, takes a nap, and is us¬ 
ually up for dinner with the family.
